The bill grants the right of “purchas- 
ing. taking or holding” property neces- | 
sary for its purposes, and to sell power | 
the restrictions the general | 
laws of Maine, and contains a special 
clause forbidding taking the power out | 
of the state or delivering it to any other 
concern for taking out of the state. 

The measure specifically empowers the 
corporation “to raise the water of any | 
great pond,” this clause being inter- | 
preted here as allowing the building of | 
a larger dam on Moosehead lake, where 
it is alleged that the Kineo summer re- 
sort property would be destroyed by 
such higher water. 

There a provision granting the 
state of Maine the right to seize the 
company’s property within the state, on 
condition that it be done in whule, not | 
in part, and that the state assume the | 
company’s obligations. 

It is pointed out here by 
posing the legislation that the unlimited | 
power to issue bonds might make it pos- 
sible for the company to saddle itsel 
with a debt which would make the prop- 
erty prohibitive of seizure by the state. 


Deny Moosehead Story 


At the office of Chace & Harriman in 
Boston it was said today that the bill 
before the Maine Legislature had noth- 
ing to do with Moosehead lake; that no 
dam was to be erected at the outlet of 
the lake, so as to raise its level, and 
that the large pond referred to was In- 
dian pond. 

It is announced also that in a few days 
a bill will be introduced so drawn that 
in a city or town where there are ex 
isting electric light companies, any other 
company can come in to sell power in 
large units under such restrictions as 
shall be placed on the company by a 
commission appointed by the supreme 
court to pass upon the matter. 

The amendment, it is said, practically 
follows the Massachusetts rules for the 
regulation of public lighting conrpanies.

BASKETBALL FIVE 
SHOWING PROMISE 


Despite Fact That Only One 
Veteran Is Playing, Team 
Is Winning Its Share of 
Games. 


HAS FAST FORWARDS 


CHICAGO—With two important vic- 
tories and two defeats already to their 
credit, the University of Chicago basket- 
ball team is making a much better show- 
ing in the championship ra¢e than could 
have been predicted for them at the 
opening of the season. Only one vet- 
eran, Captain Sauer, is back in the line- 
up, the rest of the squad being composed 
of former subs and men from last year’s 
freshman team. The making of a good 
team out of green material promised a 
formidable task, but Coach Schommer is 
apparently equal to it, for the season 
opened with a victory over Northwest- 
ern by a score of 24 to 16, followed by 
a victory from Illinois, 23 to 17. The 
first defeat was at the hands of Purdue 
by a score of 23 to 15, and the second by 
Indiana 22 to 14. 

While the coaches are not inclined to 
overestimate the importance of this 
_early season display of form, they feel 
encouraged by it and believe they have 
better material to work with than was 
at first supposed. All of the available 
men are eligible, and a squad of 18 is 
trying for places on the team—the larg- 
squad ever out for basketball at 
Chicago. Of these Captain Sauer is the 
only old regular; and, excepting Gold- 
stein and Fulkerson, two of last year’s 
substitutes, all the others are new men. 
Bell, Paine and Goettler were on last 
vear’s freshman team. 

Sauer, r. f.; Goldstein, |. f.; Goettler, c., 
seem to have their positions secure, For 
guards there is more competition with 
Paine, Bell, Mehl, Fulkerson, Ralph 
Young and Kassulker. Young was full- 
back and Kassulker end on last year’s 
football team, and both are playing 
good basketball., Frank, Baker and Stein 
are competing for the forwards and will 
make strong substitutes. 

It is not likely that the squad this 
vear can produce a five of such caliber 
as wore the maroon in.the days of Page, 
Schommer, Falls and Hoffman, all of 
whom had played for years before com- 
ing to the university. The present can- 
didates have had only high school ex- 
perience, but Corech Schommer says they 
are all natural: basketball players, quick, 
heady and fighters. 

Twelve games are on Chicago’s sched- 
ule, two each with Minnesota, Illinois, 
Indiana, Purdue, Wisconsin and North- 
western, the remainder being as follows: 


Jan. 28, Wisconsin at Madison. 

Feb. 4, Indiana at Chicago; 10, Purdue 
at Chicago; 18, Minnesota at Chiago; 24, 
Illinois at Chicago, 

March 1, Northwestern at Evanston: 4, 
Wisconsin at Chicago; 11, Minnesota at 
Minneapolis. 


Purdue and Minnesota are conceded to 
be the hardest opponents on the list. 
Minnesota’s veteran team is back, intact; 
and Purdue has four old men, including 
the giant center Charters. The one new 
man on the Purdue team is Barr, a 
forward, who is rated as better than any 
man they have ever before had. 


V. C. LONGLEY WINS 
THE GOLD MEDAL 


PALM BEACH, Fla.—New England’s 
golfers are well represented today in 
the first and second rounds of match play 
in the first tourney of the golfing season 
at Palm Beach as a result of medal play 
Tuesday, when every pleyer from the 
Boston district qualified in the first two 
divisions of the annual new year’s cham- 
pionship. 

V. C. Longley, a well-known Providence 
golfer, led the field with a 78, giving him 
the low scorer’s sold medal.

NEW SUBWAY PLANS 
TO BE Dloblooed bY 
COMMERCE CHAMBER 


A public hearing on the proposed ex- 
tension of the Cambridge subway from 
Park street to the South station and 
the proposed subway to Andrew square, 
Dorchester, will be held by the public 
utilities committee of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce at 4 p. m. today in the 
committee room on the third floor of the 
chamber building. 

The railroad and transit commissions 
acting jointly have reached the conclu- 
sion that the congestion in the business 
district and the lackgof direct communi- 
cation with the South station from the 
shopping center demand the immediate 
construction of an extension from Park 
street to the South station. The 
way, as proposed, would connect with 
the Cambridge subway under the com- 
mon and run under Tremont, Winter. 
Washington and Summer streets, under 
Dewey square to a point under Atlantic 
avenue opposite the South station. It 
would be connected underground with 
the South station. The estimated cost 
of this subway is $2,600,000. 

The subway to Andrew square is for 
the benefit of Dorchester and South 
Boston. The population tributary to 
the proposed tunnel is 190,000,000, and 
is rapidly increasing. The route would 
be under Ft. Point channel and along 
Dorchester avenue to Andbew square. 
At Andrew square there would be a sub- 
surface station where several lines of 
surface cars would connect. Another sta- 
tion, probably at the corner of Broad- 
way and Dorchester avenue, has also 
been proposed. The cost of this tunnel 
is esimated at $3,500,000.

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IBRARY ALCOVE. 


By SAM WALTER FOSS. . 
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N 1899 the writer atténded the meet- 


ing of the American Library Associa: 
tion held that vear Mm Atlanta. At that 
time outside of (ieorgia, New Orleans 
and a few scattered localities there was 
but little interest im any general library 
m wement in the southern section of the 
country. With the exception of a few 


enthusiasts here and there a feeling of 


general apathy prevailed. 

This apatpy is now a thing of the past. 
As was said in this Aleove a few weeks 
ago, when the new library movement in 
Alabama Was under consideration, there 
has veen a Vast growth:of library senti- 
ment in the southern states during the 
past 10 years. This growth seems to 
be universal throughout the southerp 
section of the country. 


This week the development of publi 
library sentiment in North Carolina will 
be considered. As recently as 14M the 
North Carolina Library Association was 
formed. Its first president was Mrs. 
Anni: Smith Ross of the Carnegie library 
at Charlotte and Dr. Louisa KR. Wilson of 
the library of the Lniversity of North 
Carolina was secretary and treasurer. 
Roth there officiala were enthusiastic 
ani tactful workers and it largely 
through their initiative efforts that such 
a strong library sentiment has grown 
up in the state.

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WE HAVE tried .to make it clear in these 
) columns that there is in the United States 
Diplomacy and in many other countries an enormous 
| mass of opinion in favor of peace. We have 
and tried to show that this opinion is based on 
_ no desire to escape the pérformance of duties 
or to shrink from enduring what may have 
to be endured in behalf of the state, but 
that it is based upon that humane wisdom 
which has had so great development within 
the last fifty years. It is, therefore, with a sense of some amuse- 
ment and more regret that we have read certain utterances in the 
German press. Those to which we refer occur in the Berliner Post 
and the Cologne Gazette, and are uttered anent the subject of 
Germany’s position at the close ef the year just spent. In the 
first-named newspaper, after calling attention to Germany’s growing 
population, trade and industry, it is stated that it is impossible for 
such a people “to conduct a passive foreign policy.” In the Cologne 
Gazette it is said that certain results of German policy have proved 
“that the secret of diplomatic success is ultimately military power, 
but that the success is reaped only by him who has-the courage 
at the decisive moment to stake all the forces at his disposal with- 
out reserve.” 

These must not by any means be taken for the utterance of 
the German foreign office but of an influential part of the German 
press that happens to express an opinion, and no more can these 
be said to be the opinions of the German people. They are simply 
the expression of writers formed upon a question that is of too , _ 
much importance not to hold the attention. But it might be wished | 
that organs.so ably conducted and of so much weight as the two 
from which we have given the above extracts could present to the 
world a somewhat different conclusion, because the cooperation of 
all men is wished and hoped for in the work of making peace 
not only a desirable thing but a reasonable. Let us hope, there- 
fore, that these opinions may be changed and that the expression 
of such change may be found in the same columns as those from 
which we quote.

Bill ington. When the true facts are thus set 
forth it seems remarkable that a country the 
size of the United States, blessed with splen- 
did harbors and once famous for the immens- 
ity of its foreign trade, should have been quiescent while Canada, 
Germany, Great Britain and other nations, including Japan, were 
slowly forging the links required to assemble a great chain of inter- 
national commerce,.from the profits of which the United - States 
is largely excluded. 

While important American manufacturing corporations that are 
seeking new markets abroad cannot afford to overlook the opportun- 
ities in South America, it would seem that they should also give 
attention to Africa. Still, it is pointed out, America has no steam- 
ship line to South Africa, and American manufacturers have to ship 
goods there by way of Hamburg or trust them to tramp steamers. 
The German goods naturally are given the preference at Hamburg, 
American cargoes having to wait. A distinction is made between 
them by order of the German government. Instances of a similar 
character may be found, it is stated, at ports-im other countries.

But while we have the plays of Shakespeare, 
what about the performers of those days? There is very little 
which tells of eloquent interpretation, expressive gestures, the accom- 
plishments of the players who then made the living picture. 

From what has been attempted recently by an American theat- 
rical manager, one is led to believe that the actor no longer is to 
act only for his own generation. Phonograph and biograph are 
to perpetuate his art and his personality. Should the work of 
another Joseph Jefferson be at stake, for example, film and wax 
record will tell years after he wins fame exactly how he spoke 
his lines, and how his Rip van Winkle looked on awakening from 
the long sleep. In choosing Miss Ethel Barrymore and her company 
as the first players to make such new dramatic history, Charles 
Frohman apparently intended to make only an artistic beginning; 
for this recording of play and players can as yet be scarcely more 
than an experiment. 

But note the great probabilities involved. .Picture what may 
be achieved in this sort of thing by the employment of the new 
chronophone: If this machine really combines sight with Sound, 
then the art of the individual actor is assured of preservation. 
Centuries hence, men and women with aspiration for dramatic per- 
fection may without difficulty see their prototypes, and hear their 
voices. From the standpoint of the stage manager reproduction 
of scenic detail would also seem to be invaluable. 

How to make such records easily available 1s the question. 
It is well enough to say that these records should be to the actor 
and to the playwright what the library is to the author in search 
of information. But whatever may be the repository for the keep- 
ing of the records, there may naturally be some difficulty in putting 
them to popular use. Yet, it is not essential that this question 
should be answered in a day, and here, as in so many situations, 
necessity may well be mother of invention. 

With this chronophone plan in use, the promise that exceptional 
acting might lead to the perpetuation, in effect, of play and player 
would doybtless inspire the members of a company to do their 
utmost. And here may be another incentive from which audiences 
of the present and of the future may benefit.

Municipalities are 
beginning to see that the wants of the children are just as worthy 
of attention as are those of grown persons. Evidently the north 
Atlantic states are not for long to enjoy their distinction of main- 
taining more public playgrounds than are found in any other sec- 
tion of the country. 

Every boy and every girl yearns for some outdoor field or 
yard where games may be played. In the densely populated sections 
of a few cities it is extremely difhcult to supply this want, for 
dwellings or business establishments ordinarily occupy most of the 
available space, and the city government often thinks less of the 
need of youthful enjoyment than of the expense of providing grounds 
for such a project. Yet Boston and’ New York have taken the 
lead, it may be said, in teaching the country the important lesson 
that playgrounds constitute an obligation rather than a luxury, 
something just as important as any other branch of municipal activ- 
ity. But while the larger communities are wealthy enough to provide 
these open spots without special arrangements, some others have 
found it better to organize representative committees of leading 
citizens for that purpose and raise funds by the subscription method. 
These committees frequenfl¥ result in the formation of playground

associations. 

Still there are certain communities where the need of play- 
grounds is not fully appreciated, where even schoolhouses are 
erected close to sidewalks and surrounded by sparse rims of earth 
or sward, with no space left for any of the games so dear to the 
hearts of the children. Those towns are passing opportunities to 
meet wants that are likely Ao be felt strongly mm the future. It 
is worth all it costs to provide the children with a proper place 
in which to play. 
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
